Why | am writing about this, because in addition to helping the good citizens of Ward 5, providing po-
tential jobs and opportunities, this will help the City of Tucson pay for the four core services stated in
the Tucson City Charter: police, fire, streets and parks.

To pay for police, fire, streets and parks, the City of Tucson relies on sales tax revenues generated
from businesses and from the purchases of the good citizens of Tucson.

The City of Tucson does not have the luxury like the Pima County Board of Supervisors, who can raise
property taxes to generate revenue. Also, the Tucson City Charter requires that financial questions
must go to the voters for a vote.

With more businesses opening and businesses expanding their
operations, creating more jobs, generating more sales and city
sales tax revenue, more roads are repaired, more public safety ‘
(police and fire) positions are created and filled, and our parks and '
recreation centers are updated and programs expanded, it is a i
win-win for Ward 5 and for Tucson.
